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A. Article 10 of the City Planning Code is the basic law 
governing historic preservation in the City and County of San 
Francisco. ‘This ordinance, being a specific application of Article 


10, is both subject to and in addition to the provisions thereof. 


B. Except as may be specifically provided to the contrary in 
this ordinance, nothing in this ordinance shall supersede, impair 


or modi fy any City Planning Code provisions applicable to property 


in the San Francisco Civic Center Historic District, including but - 


not limited to existing and future regulations controlling uses, 
height, bulk, lot coverage, floor area ratio, required open space, 


off-street parking and signs. 


SECTION 5. STATEMENT OF SIGNIFICANCE: The San Francisco Civic 


Center possesses a unique place and significance in the areas of 


architecture, history, and environment worthy of protection as an 


historic district. 


The land oncinian the Civic Center stands was declared a City 
Hall Reservation as early as 1870. Portions of that reservation 
land were sold to raise funds for city hall construction, and Old 
City Hall -- located on the site that had first been used as the 
Yerba Buena Cemetery, approximately where the present library 


stands -- was erected between 1871 and 1897, in a lengthy project 


// 
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marked by the now well known city government corruption of that 


time. 


In 1899, B.J.S. Cahill, with the encouragement of Mayor Phelan, 
proposed a grander vision for the area, with the dual goal of 
clearing up land titles clouded by the dubious practices of the 
promoters of the Old City Hall and, at the same time, of creating 
an imposing setting for the entire area. This plan envisioned 
clearing out smaller structures and visually uniting the remaining 
monumental structures -- Old City Hall, the Main Post Office, the 
Hibernia Bank building, and other larger structures -- and setting 
them off against new open spacea (such as a planned ‘extension of 
the Golden Gate Park panhandle to Market Street). Conflicting new 
developments were blocked for a .time, but the plan eventually 
failed, in large part because of general distrust -- bred of 
experience, perhaps -- of large government projects. 

Undaunted, former Mayor Phelan soon led the’ formation of an 
Association for the Improvement and Adornment of San Francisco. In 
1904, the Association invited Daniel Burnham to design a grand plan 
for the city, with B.J. S. Cahill providing a design for the Civic 
Center. This produced two: visions of the Civic Center: Cahill, 
with the practicality borne of personal and local experience, 
proposed using existing structures and city-owned land to Gréace a 


central plaza, surrounded by major buildings, and, again, connected 
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planning departments and schools or courses devoted to city 


planning. 


The design of the San Francisco Civic Center is an example of 
the development of those significant contributions. More 
particularly, the San Francisco Civic Center is an expression of a 


nation ready to display its new international importance in an 


architectural statement. At the time it took form, geography and 


historical events had made San Francisco the center of western 
America. Monumental classical architecture for the city's central 
public space expressed this consciousness, as well as the 
accompanying belief that such inspiring surroundings should be 
democratically available to all, not just a privileged few. 

The Exposition Auditorium, the Central Plaza, and the 


Powerhouse were completed before the 1915 Panama-Pacific 
Exposition, and the new City Hall was completed in late 1915. The 
library was completed in 1916; the State Building in 1921; and the 
Public Health Building in 1932 and the Old Federal Building in 
1936. The present Opera House and Veterans Building expanded the 
Civic Center to the west in 1932 and 1933, respectively, much in 
the manner the original proponents envisioned. The original plaza 
was excavated in 1956 to add the underground parking garage. At 
this time the ground level details were changed into the present 


reflecting pool and semi-park. United Nations Plaza, which opens 
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the vista to the east of City Hall in a manner consistent with the 


original vision of the Civic Center, was created in the mid-1970's. 


It ie an exemplary City Beautiful complex in the best of the 
American Academic Beaux Arts tradition. Designed and built in the 
revival of classical style, stemming from the Chicago World's Fair 
of 1893 that has been called the "American Renaissance," it 
succeeds in making a strong impression lof Civic dignity and pride. 
The San Francisco Civic Center Historic District consists of a 
principal aggregation of monumental buildings acound & central open 
space,. with additional buildings extending the principal axis at 
either end. It includes all or part of the fifteen city blocks. 
There are eight major buildings, a group of secondary buildings, 
three unrealized building sites, and a large plaza within the 


Historic District. 


Each building in the Civic Center was faced with the problem of 
providing modern, functional facilities ina classical idiom. The 
classical Beaux Arts style was deemed suitable as the traditional 
style of American governmental buildings, and was amenable to City 
Beautiful ideals of harmony among many buildings on a grand scale. 
The formal composition of "City Beautiful* architecture, plantings, 
street embellishments and plazas was meant to i an expression of 
civic authority and pride - intending to impress and overawe. The 


Classical style aptly expressed the mood of a nation eager to 
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of Historic Places, the former designation occurred on February 27, 
1987, the latter, October 10, 1978. These designations offer 
recognition that certain properties within the Historic District 
are worthy of preservation and alterations undertaken both in the 
local and federal districts shall comply with the Secretary of the 
Interior's Standards for the Treatment of Historic Properties.

ESTABLISHMENT; APPQINTMENT; TERMS; EXECUTIVE 
SECRETARY. (a) ThgES is hereby established a commission to be known 
as the Human Rights Commission of the City and County of San 
Francisco (hereinafter called "Commission"), consisting of 15 
members broadly representative of the general public and the 
employer, labor, religious, racial, age, sex, sexual orientation, 
gender identity, disabled and ethnic groups in the City and County, 
to be appointed by the Mayor. Four of the members who are first 
appointed shall be designated to serve for terms of one year, four 
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for two years, four for three years and three for four years from 
the date of their appointments. Thereafter, monbers shall be 
appointed as aforesaid for a term of office of four years, except 
that all of the vacancies occurring during a term shall be filled 
for the unexpired term. A member shall hold office until his or her 
successor has been appointed and has qualified. The Commission shall 
elect a chair from among its members. The term of office as chair of 
the Commission shall be for the calendar year or for that portion 
thereof remaining after each such chair is designated or elected. 
The compensation of members of said Commission shall be $25 for each 
meeting of the Commission actually attended by said members; 
provided, however, that no member shall be paid for attending more 


‘than four Commission meetings in any one calendar month. 


(b) The position of Executive Secretary to the Commission 
shall be established pursuant to and subject to Sections 3.500 and 
8.200 of the Charter of the City and County of San Francisco. The 
person occupying such position shall.be appointed by the chair of 
the Commission with the approval of a majority of the members of the 
Commission. The position of Executive Secretary to the Commission 
shall be exempted from the residency and electoral requirements of 
Section 16.98 of the San Francisco Administrative Code. All staff 
personnel shall be under the immediate direction and supervision of 


the Executive Secretary. 
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this ordinance. All such requests shall be promptly complied with by 
the affected agency, board or officer. 

(g) ° Investigate and, with the assent of the parties, mediate 
all incidents of discrimination within the scope of this ordinance 
to the extent such functions are not within the exclusive 
responsibilities of the California Fair Employment Practices 
Commission or any Federal or other State agency, and make specific 
and detailed recommendations to the interested parties as to the 
method of eliminating such discrimination.

Section 4. Chapter 12.B. of the San Francisco Administrative 
Code is hereby amended by amending Sections 12.B.1 and 12.B.2, to 
read as follows: 

SEC. 12B.1. ALL CONTRACTS TO INCLUDE NONDISCRIMINATION 
PROVISIONS; DEFINITIONS. All contracting agencies of the City and 
County of San Francisco, or any department thereof, acting for or on 
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behalf of the City and County, shall include in all contracts, 
franchises, leases, concessions or other agreements involving real 
or personal property, hereinafter negotiated, let, warded, granted, 
renegotiated, extended or renewed, in any manner or as to any 
portion thereof, a provision obligating the contractor, franchisee, 
lessee, concessionaire, or other party of said agreement not to 
discriminate on the ground or because of race, color, creed, 
national origin, ancestry, age, sex, sexual orientation, gender 
identity, disability or Acquired Immune Deficiency Syndrome or AIDS 
Related Condition (AIDS/ARC), against any employee of, or applicant 
for employment with, such contractor, franchisee, lessee, or‘ 
concessionaire, and shall réquire such contractor, franchisee, 
lessee or concessionaire to include a similar provision in all | 
subcontracts, or subleases or other subordinate agreements let, 
awarded, negotiated or entered into thereunder. 

(a) Definitions. As used in this Chapter the term: “Age” 
refers to and shall include any employee or applicant for employment 
who has attained the age of 40 years and has not attained the age of 
65 years. For the purposes of this Section, discrininationtbecauus 
of age shall mean dismissal from employment of, or refusal] to employ 
or rehire any person because of his or her age, if such person has 
attained the age of 40 years and has not attained the age of 65 
years, if the person is physically able and mentally competent to 
perform the services required. Age limitations of apprenticeship 
programs in which the State or its political subdivisions 
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included a bailee under a bailment agreement providing a rental for 
personal property. 

"Sublease" shall mean and include a lease by which a lessee or 
tenant feaneta or lets to another person part or all of the leased 
property for a shorter term and under which said lessee or tenant 
retains some right or interest under the original lease. : 

“Sex" shall mean the character of being male or female. 
= “Sexual orientation” shall mean the choice of human adult 
sexual partner according to gender. . 

."Disability" is a physical or-mental impairment which 
substantially limits one or more major life activities, is regarded 
as having such an impairment, or has a record of such an impairment. 

“Qualified Disabled Employee" shall mean a person able to 
perform the essential functions of a job with reasonable 
accommodation. 

"Supplier" means ahy person or persons, firm, partnership, 
corporation, or any combination thereof, who submits a bid or enters 
into a contract with the awarding agency of the City and County, or 
who submits a bid or enters into a contract with any contractor, 
subcontractor, lessee, sublessee, franchisee or concessionaire 
engaged in the performance of a contract let, awarded or granted by 
or on behalf of the City and County, for the supplying of goods, 


materials, services, equipment or furnishings. 
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SEC. 12B.2. NONDISCRIMINATION PROVISIONS OF CONTRACT. Every 
contract or subcontract for or on behalf of the City and County of 
San Francisco, .as provided in. Section: 12B.1 hereof, shall contain 
the provisions following which shall be known as the 
nondiscrimination provisions of such contract. 

In the performance of this contract, the contractor, 
subcontractor or supplier agrees as follows: 

(a) Wherever the work is performed or supplies are 
manufactured in the United States, the contractor, subcontractor or 
supplier will not discriminate against any employee or applicant for. 
employment because of race, color, religion, ancestry, national 
origin, age, sex, sexual orientation, gender identity, disability or 
AIDS/ARC. Discrimination on the basis of sex includes sexual 
harassment as defined in Section 16.9-25(b) of this Code. The 
contractor, subcontractor or supplier will take affirmative action 
to ensure that applicants are employed, and that employees are 
treated equally during employment, without regard to their race, 
color, religion, ancestry, national origin, age,’ sex, sexual 
orientation, gender identity, disability or AIDS/ARC. Such action 
shall include, but not be limited to, the following: Employment, 
upgrading, demotion or transfer; recruitment or recruitment 
advertising; layoff or termination; rate of pay or other forms of 
compensation; and selection Con training, including apprenticeship. 
Nothing in this ordinance shall require or prohibit the 
establishment of new classifications of employees in any given 
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San Francisco Human Rights Commission, for the purposes of 
investigation to ascertain compliance with the nondiscrimination 
provisions of this contract, and on request provide evidence that he 


or she has or will comply with the nondiscrimination provisions of 


this contract.. 


(g) That contractor, subcontractor or supplier shall be 
deemed to have breached the nondiscrimination provisions of this 
ponecace upon: 

(1) A finding by the director of the San Francisco Human 
Rights Commission, or such other official who may be designated by 
the Human Rights Commission, that contractor, subcontractor, or 
supplier has wilfully violated such nondiscrimination provisions; or 

(2) <A finding by the Fair Employment Practices Commission of 
the State of California that a contractor, subcontractor or supplier 
has violated any provision of the Fair Employment Practices Act of 
California or the nondiscrimination provisions of this contract;
